GOING ABOUT IN CHINA. 


Useful Sedan Chair In the Crowded, 
Noisy Streets of Canton. 

There are but two ways to go about 
Canton—on foot or in a sedan chair. 
The streets are from four to eight feet 
wide, the average being probably about 
six feet, and wheeled vehicles are out 
of the question. Even the jinrikisha 
cannot be used here. If you try to 
make your wiy on foot, the density of 
the moving masses renders progress al- 
most Impossible, and rowdies and pick- 
pockets are numerous, so that the best 
plan is to take a responsible native 
guide and chair. 

The chairs are carried by two, three 
rod somethnes fove men, a@rdmy tt 
the weight of the passenger, The two 
bamboo poles by whieh the chalr ts 
supported are about eighteen feet long 
and are joined at the front and rear 
ends by a crossplece, After you have 
taken your seat the coolles raise the 
ends of the poles to their shoulders 
aud are off at a dogtrot, only Inter. 
rupted by a “congestion of traific,’ 
which occurs very frequently,

streets, The whole line of chair car- 
riers are yelling oll the time, as are 
other people whe are carrying burdens, 
for as there are no carts in use the 
entire merebundise of the city is trans 
ported in the same manner, not. by 
chairs, of course, but slung on poles 
curried across the shoulders,

Earthquake in Southern Europe 

Marsvilles.—-Two earthquake shocks, 
running from nort.east to southwest, 
were felt through the Riviera. While 
the damage done was not great, re- 
ports from smaller cities show that 
the effects of the second shock were 
serious, 

At Lambeso, a town of 2,000 inhabi, 
tants, 12 miles northwest of Aix, sev: 
eral houses collapsed, and eight per- 
sons are reported to have been killed 
Troops were immediately hurried ther: 
to search in the debris for possible 
dead or injured) persons, 

Several buildings also fell at) En- 
guilles, and at Aix a vermicelli fac- 
tory wes demolished. The populace 
here when ( first shock occurred 
rushed from the stores and residences 
in alarm, The observatories report 
that the disturbances were not grave. 

Reports received later indicate that 
the shocks had been felt) practically 
throughout the whole of the south of 
France, and that they equalled in 
severity the earthquake of 1904. The 
Violence seems to have been greatest 
in the vicinity of Toulon. Warships 
in the harbor there were displaced 
from their moorings.
